Not only the men who | 


'sire In t'ne habit of gutting tipsy have 
become anxious, but men who drink 
with, uiore or less moderation are tak- 
ing notice of the slgna of the tiinen. 
The order racently issued by tho com- 
pany to the effect that trainmen, en- 
gineers, conductors und others encas- 
ed, in the movement o£ trains shall 
not drink Intoxicants at any time, on 


' or off the road, was not taken us se- 


riously at first as it it. being taken 
since the company officials are Klrlni; 
, evidence t'hat they mean to enforce 
the order. 
In tho past ten days s,ov- 


eral ordinarily sober men have been 
warned not to bo .soon drinking. It is 
reported ntnou;; the man that detocl- 
ives are over} where watching them. 
Several men who thought their posi- 
tions were perfectly safe have been 
suspended on dllferent parts of the 
'system. 
Only last Saturday an engl' 


1 neer was met nc«r the Queen City de- 


pot by one of t'ne officials of the roiitl. 
Tho official saw from close observa- 
tion that the man had been drinking. 
The man was noc worUinK that daj. 
but the oflicial Is said to have prompt- 
ly 'ordered the man's dismissal from 
the service, although ho had always 
been regarded as a good engineer and 
one against wbom Caere were no com- 
plaints. 


This matter is much discussed and 


many ot" the railroad men and tholr 
friends take the prompt dischat'KO as 
an example from which other men ar<> 
expected to ta'.<e warning. 
It is be- 


lieved that while Legislatures and as- 
soclatloms, civic, political and 
relig- 


ious, are atill wrestling with the ques- 
toitt of preventing intemperance In 
tho nar of intoxicants, tne railroad 
companies havo decided for econom- 
ic reasons to solve the 
problem for 


themselves by making nominal total 
abstinence n condition necessary to 
lucrative employment. 
Some of the 


men who are in tho habit of taking 
beverages occasionally, but who never 
drink to excess. Insist that whilo thi1 
employers may have a right to sn> 
what the men shall and shall not do 
whilo thc> are on duty, they arc tres- 
passing upon a man's personal, indi- 
vidual rights when the/ attempt to 
dictate to him when he Is not on 
duty. 


The company officials claim that n 


railroad 
man, once 
ot gaged in the 


transportation department, which foaK 
to do with the moveme.n; of trains, is 
ou duty all the time, ttnlss^ he Is sus- 
pended or on a furlough. 
The tmlu- 


men, engineers and otl er«, the 
ofll 


cials say, are subject 
t<« call at iin\ , 


moment unless they report off and 
are excused. And since they are sub 
ject to tbp company'b call, tho 
ofll- 


cialb contend, the company ir.teit'etes 
wlfh no man's private right, when It j 
lays down the rule that tbp emp oyes 
must not partnLe of Intovicauts when 
tlie company is liable to depend tijion I 
them for work that requires the best 
condition of body and mind. 
At pre.i 


ant the company can enforce this rule j 
as positive as its ofilcials please to 
do \vithout endungerlt'g the efficiency 
of tbe service.
